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BRYAN ATTACKS 
CLEVELAND BOOM 
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Former Presidential Candidate Con- 
siders President’s Popularity a 
Party Menace. 


CHICAGO, July 18.—William Jennings 
Bryan addressed several thousand enthu- 
siastic Democrats at the Chicago Democ- 
racy picnic at Brand’s Park today. He was 
received with cheers and waving of hats 
when he stepped on the platform. After 
@ short introductory speech by Mayor 
Harrison, Mr. Bryan spoke and was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause. In his 
address he made special reference to the 
possible candidacy of Grover Cleveland in 
1904, and the latter and his supporters were 
excoriated by the speaker. 

The subject of Mr. Bryan's speech was, 
"The Democratic Ideal."’ He said in part: 

“Surely, if there ever was a time when 
the preaching of the Democratic gospel 
ought to be opportune, now is the time. 
The character of our party is to be de- 
termined by the manner in which it meets 
an opportunity, and the manner in which 
it meets an opportunity will be determined 
by the ideal that dominates it. Will our 
party hesitate or take counsel of its fears? 
Will it abandon its championship of the 
poople’s interest tn the hope of conciliating 
relentless foes or of purchasing a few of- 
fices with campaign contribgtions that 
carry with them an obligation to be made 
good out of the pockets of the people? 

“The Democratic party must appeal to 
the democratic sentiment of the country, 
ané this sentiment is far wider than any 
party. Wherever the question has been 
submitted in such a way that it could be 
acted on independently, there has always 
been-an overwhelming majority in favor 
of that which was democratic, and our 
party can appeal successfully to this dem- 
ocratic spirit if we but convince the people 
of our earnestness and ot our fidelity to 
those principles.

FORT SILL, O. T., July 18.—Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles’ horseback ride of 90 miles 
from Fort Sill to Fort Reno is understood 
here to have been made for pleasure, and

from a desire to see the wonderful 
changes that have taken place in the 
country over which he once marched to a 
camping ground in one of his campaigns 
against the Indians. 

Then it was regarded as a desert. It 
was not a race: against time. Several 
stops were made besides the stops at re- 
lay stations. The total time between Fort 
Sill and Fort Reno was 10 hours and 45 
minutes. 

Gen. Miles left Fort Sill at 3:35 a. m. 
When about eight miles north of the 
post the gencral’s horse fell, bruising the 
cenerale tale arm and leg. Gen. Miles 
immediately remounted and proceeded on 
his journey. 

The road from Fort Sill to Anadarko 
was fairly good. The distance is about 
49 miles, which was passed oover in 3 
hours and 40 minutes. 

The road from Anadarko to Canadian 
river was very bad, and the general rode 
very leisurely. He reached Fort Reno at 
2:20. m., where the general reviewed 
the ae and attended a reception. He 
remained at Fort Reno only one hour, 
leaving there at 3:20. He took the north- 
bound train at El Reno at 4:10 p. m. 

The general did not wear spurs or car- 
ry a riding ne + He aamalty allowed 

e horses to take their own gait. Only 
one horse showed signs of distress, and 
that was a horse I rode myself.

FORT SILL, O. T., July 18.—When Gen. 
Miles determined to make the journey be- 
tween the two forts on horseback he in- 
vited Capt. Farrand Sayre of the Eighth 
Cavalry to accompany him. It has been 
said that Gen. Miles wished to demon- 
strate that at the age of retirement he 
was still a sturdy man, but the reason he 
gave at Fort Sill for submitting to this 
test of endurance was that he wished to 
ride over a country that had been the 
scene of his Indian campaigns. Then it 
was little more than a desert and the 
general declared that it would be a 
pleasure for him to observe the, many 
changes that had occurred with the 
progress of time. 

Accordingly, shortly after 8 o'clock in 
the morning, the general appeared, clad 
in a military campaign suit, to complete 
preparations for his long ride. It was 3% 
minutee past 3 before the general and 
Capt. Sayre swung into their saddies and 
rode out of the square, followed by the 
lusty cheers of the cavalrymen. The 
weather was cool at the start, but as the 
day progressed it became intensely hot. 
The sun rose and had full play upon the 
riders, for the first 20 miles of the journey 
was over rolling prairie land, and there 
was no shade except in the beds of prairie 
streams, where there were occasional nar- 


row strips of wood. 


Thrown From 
His Horse. 
When about eight miles of the first relay 


had been covered, Miles’ horse fell, slight- 
ly bruiging the general's left arm and leg. 


But this did not deter the sturdy ol@ 
campaigner longer than it took him to 
capture his horse and remount it. There 
was scarcely any delay in the resumption 
of the journey. There was no attempt to 
make the fast time, and the first 20 miles 
was jogged off, most of the distance at a 
trot. 

There were comparatively good roads un- 
til the third relay was reached. Here the 
trai] followed the line of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railroad, and the go- 
ing was only fair. Soldiers were stationed at 
each of the relay stations and furnished 
fresh horses with which to continue the 
journey. 

The fourth and fifth relays brought the 
general and his companions to Anadarko. 
During this stretch of travel the roads had 
grown worse. They were hilly and sandy— 
the latter often fetlock deep. The general 
did not manifest the slightest fatigue and 
kept his horse moving with all the vigor 
of a much younger iman. 

Up to the sjxth relay the ride had been 
for the most part out in the broiling sun, 
which in combination with the fine sand 
dust made the going unpleasant. After 
leaving the sixth relay the roads in some 
places were very rough, but there was 
considerable shade that more than com- 
pensated for the roughness. 
rode through the hills until they reached 
the seventh relay. From here to the finish 
there was practically pleasant riding. Gen. 
Miles and his companion were getting into 
higher ground—rolling upland prairie—and 
this condition continued until they reached 
the Canadian divide. 


Jumped a 
Deep Ravine. 

The eighth and last relays were in the 
Caradian valley. Here it was very heavily 
wooded, although the roads were very slow, 
being of thick, soft red sand. 

Just south of the Canadian river Gen. 
Miles and his companion met a party of 
men who had charge of the pack teams. 
They had luncheon ready and the general 
fell to with a will and said he enjoyed it 
greatly. After crossing the Canadian river 
the journey to Fort Ren¥ was very pleas- 
ant. There, were wooded hills and prairies 
and generally good roads. Luncheon took 
twenty minutes and it is estimated that 
fifty minutes were spent in changing 
mounts and in the seven stops made for 
slight rests,,so that the actual time con- 
sumed in making the ninety-mile ride was 
about nine hours and thirty-five minutes. 

Gen. Miles arrived at Fort Reno dusty, 
but in excellent condition. 

Upon his arrival he reviewed the troops 
stationed at the post, led the cavalry Ina 
drill practice and compelled his horse to 
jump a deep ravine that one of the others 
chose to imitate. He was the only mun

Gen. Rodenbough Thinks Aged Com-

FACTS ABOUT GEN. MILES. 

Gen. Miles was born in Massa- 
chusetts, Aug. 8, 19329. 

Enlisted in the Twenty second 
Massachusetts and was made cap- 
tain°of a company in 1861. 

In 1862 he was made colonel and 
in 1866 he became brigadier-genersa], 

In 186 he was commissioned 
major-general of volunteers. 

He took part in most of the battles 
fought by the Army of the Potomac 
and was three times wounded. 

After the close of tne civil war 
he was sent against the Indians. 

He subiugated the Cheyennos, K!i- 
owas, Comanches, Sioux, Dannocks 
and Apuches. 

He it was who dro»? Sitting Bull, 
that terrible fignter, across the 
Canadian frontier in 1876 and forcea 
Geronimo to surrender in 1886. 

He held in succession the com- 
mand of the departments of the Co- 
lumbia, of the Missouri, Arizona, 
Pacific and of the East, and in 
September, 189, was promoted to the

chester, Va. He was retired fram ac- 
tive service in 1878, and is now secretary 
of the military service institution and is 
also the editor of its bi-monthly publica- 
tion.

Marvelous Feat 
of Gen. Miles. 


“Gen. Miles’ ride is a marvelous feat for 
a man of his age,”’ said Gen. Rodenbough 
“It is a wonderful tribute to his physical 
condition, and I do not recall that any 
man at his time of Hfe has ever under- 
taken or accomplished a similar feat. 

“While there was apparently no effort 
to make a record, still the time was excel- 
lent, and must stand as an object lesson 
to our younger cavalry officers. 

“It shows conclusively the result that a 
careful, even life may produce, even with 
age as a handicap, and it illustrates the 
physical advantages a man gains from a 
life spent in the saddle. It may also possi- 
bly give. rise to the question: Are we not 
retiring our officers too soon? But that 
is a question that I am not in @ position to 
discuss. 

’ “Gen. Miles has virtually spent his life 
in the. saddle and without the handicap of 
years his ride would not be remarkable. 
He has long been an advocate of long dis- 
tance or endurance rides. I had oocasion 
to collect some statistics of such opera- 
tions, and I found that in 1877 Gen. Miles 
organized in Arizona practice for accus- 
toming men and horses to severe work. 
This was by secret rides across the plains 
by a party of ‘raiders,’ followed by an- 
other party of ‘pursuers. : 


Famous Long- 


Distance Rides. 

“The parties were usually about twenty 
strong, and I believe that Gen. Miles took 
an active part in a number of these rides. 

“The ‘pursuers’ were not allowed to 
start until] 18 hours after the ‘raiders,’ but 
the ‘raiders’ were bound to rest six hours 
after marching 18 hours and again after 12 
more. The ‘pursuers’ could ‘go-as-you- 
please,’ but they were ordered not to in- 
jure thelr stock by hard riding. Of these 
rides, which were not under the spur of 
necessity or compulsion, there were many 
of interest. Troops of from 17 to 27 men 
covered distances all the way from 70 to 
130 miles in from BW to 4% hours respec- 
tively. 

“These rides were one-horse rides and 
were of practical value to the cavalry 
branch of the service. The relay ride is not 
a service ride. The one-horse ride ig the 
service ride, and one of the most impor- 
tant things in connection therewith is that 
both horse and rider shall be brought to 
the objective point in such condition that 
they may be ready for active service. 

“There have been some wonderful relay 
races. Take, for instance, the ride of 
Jimmy Powers in 188 In San Francisco 
Powers rode 180 miles in six hours and 
forty-three minutes. The fact that he fre- 
quently changed horses only added to the 
splendid character of the feat, go far as 
the man was concern d, but it would have 


no value from a miktary standpoint. 
‘avaliry officers must have training as 


tong distance riders. Usually when a man 
reaches Gen. Miles’ age, some one else 
does his long distance riding for him. 

“The ride of seven score army officers 
between Berlin and Vienna was interesting. 
“As the crow fies, it is 3% English miles 
from Berlin to Vienna. By road & is es- 
timated to be about 830 miles. Count Stah- 
renberg, the winner, covered the distance 
in some minutes less than three days.” 


Col. Dodge, U. S. A., 


on the Performance. 

Commenting upon this performance from 
an American standpoint, Brevet Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel T. A. Dodge, U. 8S. A., probably 
the best authority on horsemanship in this 
country, said: 

“This sounds like a s«ornderful perform- 
ance. The horses were of the very best, 
and it was a g0-as-you-please affair. 

“The nearest approach to the Stahrem- 
berg ride by an American was that on a 
pony which Col. Richard P. Dodge knew. 
Its owner, a professional express rider, 
carried the mail from El Paso to Chihua- 
hua. As the country was infested by 
Apaches he had to ride by night and hide 
by day. His practice was to ride the dis- 
tance, 300 miles, in three consecutive nights 
and rest his pony four days between the 
trips. This pony, not over 14 hands high 
an@ carrying at least 200 pounds, made an 
equal average of speed shown by Stahrem- 
berg. 

“The American plainsman thinks nothing 
of a fifty or hundred mile jaunt, and he 
keeps moving all the time. There are a 
number of notable rides in actual service, 
the data of which I have compiled. By ac- 
tual service I mean where a man had to 
encounter all the hardships of making a 
long journey with one horse, traveling at 
times through an unknown country, where 
water was scarce for both man and beast 
and where the roads were almost impass- 
able. The following are a few of these 
dusty rides: 

“In 1876 Capt. Lawton rode from the Red 
Cloud agency, Nebraska, to Sidney, Neb., a 
distance of 125 miles, with Gispatches for 
Gen. Crook in 24 hours. 

‘In 1873 Col. Mackenzie rode his cavalry 
command into Mexico after Lipan and 
Kickapoo Indians, beat them in a sharp 
fight and returned across the border, mak- 
ing 145 miles in 28 hours. This was a won- 


Gerful performance of a man with a body 
of cavalry behind him. 

“In 1878 four men of Compafy H, First 
Cavalry, bore dispatches from Fort Hare 
ney to Fort Warner, 140 miles over a very 
bad road, of it. in thick sand, with Iittle 
and bad water, in 22 hours—18 hourg ang 
30 minutes of which was actual marching 
time. 

“Gen. C. F. Roe, then second leuteme 
ant of the First United States Cavalry, an@ 
weighing 1% pounds, € feet 2 inches fs 
height, rode as post adjutant of Gen. Ee 
mer Otis on half an hour's notice, frog 
Camp Harney to Camp Warner to prevent 
an Indian outbreak. He made the dis*anae 
in 22% hours under very adverse cPicume 
stances. The sand tn places, he says, was 
up to his horse's fetlocks. 

“There are numerous other Instances of 
hard riding In actual service that I could 
refer to, but these are enough to demon- 
strate the kind of preparation Gen. Miles 
has had for his recent ride. No horse 
should be ridden at the rate of 12 miles 
for more than two hours consecutively.”

T. LOUIS is soon to have the first real Chinatown in the United States in the sense that it will be 
an official settlement of workmen sent here by the Chinese Government. It will be a little city 
of tents in the World’s Fair grounds and everything about it will be typically Chinese. Here 
will live and work the artisans who will construct and decorate the Chinese exhibit, for which 
over $300,000 has already been appropriated by the Imperial Government. When Wong 

. Kai Kah, the Vice-Imperial Commissioner-General from China, arrived here recently he brought 
23 of the skilled artisans who will live in this queer little Chinatown. Others are soon to follow and before many 
months it is expected the work will have begun. The Chinamen who will live in the St. Louis Chinatown are a 
higher class than those now in St. Louis and in other large American. cities. They are educated men and skilled 
artisans, and as they are exempt from the Chinese exclusion act, many of them will bring their families as Wong 
Kai Kah has done. Theis little settlement will, therefore, be a faithful reproduction of life in China, which is not the 
case in other American Chinatowns, from which Chinese family life is absent. These skilled artisans, too, will afford 
many useful lessons in industry. They can perform’ tasks in decoration that are impossible for American workmen, 
knowing many secret processes and possessing a cleverness that is the result of years of education. Most of theis 
tools, such as the Chinese adze, plane and saw, work in the opposite direction from those used by us.

ly circumstantial, being of the strongest possible character. Although in- 


sanity has been frequently set up 


as a defence in murder eases upon 


frivolous grounds, there are, in the opinion of lawyers, many reasons 
io justify it in the present instance. A distinguished criminologist has 
Jevoted much thought and study to Barrington, and in the following 
account he gives with much detail his reasons for believing that the 


bogus lord is out of his mind. 


AVING gone carefully over the ca- 
reer of Lord Barrington, and con- 
sidering it from a scientific as well 

as from a legal point of view, I am con- 
vinced that many of his acts are in ca- 
pable of being reconciled with normal san- 
ity. In fact, the further back you trace 
the career of this extraordinary criminal, 
the more convinced are you that he is at 
least subject to temporary fits of insanity 
if he is not altogether unbalanced. Run- 
ning through the whole career of Barring- 
ton there is a continuous thread of erratic 
and unreasonable conduct. 


1 call him Lord Rarrington for convent- 
ence. being well aware from the man's 
manner and speech that he is merely one 
of the Engiish lower classes, in fact a 
typical English servant. He has had so 
many allases during his criminal career 
that it le most convenient to designate him 
by the name under which his St: Louis 
record has been made. 

Taking this St. Louls record alone, and 
ooking at it in its large aspects, there are 
many things which show that he was act- 
ing under some extraordinary delusion. No 
Bane man would have gone into the Coch- 
ran marriage enterprise, which landed Bar- 
rington in the workhouse, upon the knowl- 
edge in his possession at the time of the 
wedding. What had Barrington to gain 
from marrying Miss Cochran? Assuming

that he did so purely as an adventurer, it 
is impossible to see how he could have 
hoped to benefit from such an enterprise. 

The Cochrans are not rich people, and 
the most casual investigation by Barring- 
ton would have shown him that there was 
no money to be secured in that quarter. 
The claim has been made that Bar, .igton 
married Miss Cochran under the _ vbelief 
that she was the daughter of a wealthy 
Kansas City pork packer. As a matter o! 
fact, he well knew that this was not so. 
He knew that any blackmailing scheme he 
might put up on the Cochran iamily wouid 
be of no avail, for the simple reason that 
none of them was wealthy uid there was 
no money to be gained by such a line of 
conduct. 

Miss Cochran believed Barrington's fairy 
tales about his wealth and position, his 
castle in Englund and his record in the 
army. but she, the other hand, never 
pretended to be wealthy or to expect to in- 
herit wealth in the future. If Barrington 
were an adventurer entering such a mar- 
riage for the purposes of guin, he would 
have made sure of one thing—that the 
money was in the family.

Have you noticed, with longing, 
dainty bead purses, belts, watch fobs. 
handbags and other articles made of 
beads, which adorn some of the counters 
and show windows?

In Chicago all the public kindergarten 
schools now have clasres in bend weav "ss 
Such class has a quantity of models. which 
are procured in the downtown stores. 
There are belts brought direct from the 
Winnebago country, legging strings from 
the Sioux reservations, headdresses from 
the Zunis, and square braided ropes from 
the Mojaves. In some of the schools Na- 
vajo blankets have been hung up as modes 
and their scheme of decoration accurately 
copied by the young folk. 

The children are taught to weave on lit 
tle bead looms which look like portable 
book racks. with a row of teeth on the 
top of each flange. Threads are stretched 
from one row of teeth to the other to con- 
atitute the warp of the plece to be woven. 
Then the beads are strung half a dozen ora 
score at a time. on a thread, and finally 
sewed into the warp a row at a time. 
This continued indifinitely and with great 
eare, brings out the intended design and 
finishes the work. 

Among the novelties which are de ight- 
ing the children are gun metal beads from 
the black Forest, real amber from Dant- 
zig. and imitation amber from Bohemia, 
coral from Naples, assorted colors from 
Venice and Murano, pearl from Paris, 
black-eyed Susans and mimosa berries 
from the Hawalian Islands. kelp from Tas- 
mania, and sea shelis and sea beans from 
Ceylon. . 

The craze has not only extended to all 
children, rich or poor, but it has laid its 
hold on grown-ups as well. Not a few of 
the customers at the bead counters are 
women who prefer to string their own 
necklaces and weave their own bracelets 
and belts.

There is no crook alive who 
would have gone into such an enterprise 
with the knowledge that Barrington pos- 
sessed when he led Miss Cochran to the 
altar, that she possessed no more property 
than the clothes she stood up in and that 
none of her family was blackmallable be- 
cause they had no large sums which could 
be extorted from them. 

What had Barrington to gain from mar- 
rying Mise Cochran? I have asked this 
question of a number of people intimately 
familiar with the facts and not one of 
them has been able to give a satisfactory 
answer. Discovery and exposure by the 
members of the Cochran family were ab- 
solutely certain to take place within a 
short time of the wedding, for the en- 
graved cards announced that the couple 
would be “at home at Melrose castle.

sé W HAT shall be done with the 

Missouri river?’ is the re- 

markable question that is now 
being asked by publicists and scientists. 
It is not intended by this to indicate that 
the great river should be done away with 
altogether, but that it should be used in 
“ome way for the benefit of mankind. A 
few months ago the United States govern. 
ment, by abolishing the Missouri! river 
commirrion, abandoned the river so {ar 
"8s mavigation is concerned, leaving the 
erratic stream to shift for itself. The for- 
mer headquarters of the commission, on 
Locust street, has been turned into a 
boarding house. So far as government 
cognizance of the stream goes, the Mis- 
sour! je a thing of the past. 


But in the minds of thoughtful men who 
know the river thoroughly. and who are ac- 
nuainted with the country which it aruins, 
there ts no disposition to forget or to ig- 
nore the great stream. One of the closest 
atudents of the Missouri and its possi- 
bilities Is Capt. Hiram M. Chittenden, -vell 
known in St. Louls. whose work as a mem- 
ber of the United States army enginecr 
corps has made him familiar with the 
wants of the Weat. Capt. Chittenden has 
just published from the press of Francie 
TY.

At the verv end of his work Capt. Chit. 
tenden makes this Interesting suggestion 
as to what shail be done with the river. 

"What of the future? Is the useful pur- 
pose of the Missouri river tn the upbuild- 
ing of the West already fulfilled? Is its 
great history a closed book? Such. it must 
be admitted. is the general view. In popu- 
lar estimation that river today. Is little 
more than a vast sewer, whose seething. 
eddying waters bear down the sands and 
clay and debris from the far upper coun- 
try, scattering them along its course, 
swelling the floods of the Mississippi. and 
pushing ever seaward the delta of that 
mighty stream. 

“To the railroad it is a million-dollar 
obmacie whenever they want to cross it 
As a competitive route of commerce it 
has sunk beneath their notice. To the 
husbandman along its borders it is a per- 
petual nightmare, for he knows not what 
morning he may awake to find his pos- 
seasions ruthlessly swept away. From all 
points of view it now seems like one of 
those things in the economy of nature 
which could be dispensed with and the 
world be none the worse for its absence. 

"Nevertheless the river is still there-—-a 
fact. a thing to be reckoned with tn some 
way or other. It will not let its presence 
be forgotten. In ite oldtime fashion it 
carves up the lands. but with vastly 
greater destructiveness now that they 
have become so valuable Its terrible ice

gorges pile up asof yore. but are now mofe 
dreaded than they used to be on account 
of the property along the banks. In other 
respects as well it is the same peculiar 
stream that it has always been. The 
weird sandstorms drive over its flliimitable 
bars. the willows bend to the blast, and 
the swift-rolling waters are lashed into 
foam by the prairie gale. In periods of 
calm its silvery sheen stretches away un- 
der the morning and evening sun as when 
the pilot followed its interminable wind- 
ings through the pratries: and its resist- 
less tide rushes on. as in the blithe steam- 
boat days, when it carried upon fits bosom 
the commerce of the valley. 

“But here the likeness between the past 
and present ends No aboriginal tribe now 
roams upon its borders. The buffalo does 
not come to its shore to quench hia thirst, 
or to swim current. or upon 
its ice. The lonely dwellers of the valley 
have long ceased to watch the 
eastern horizon whore the river runs into 
the sky, for the curling smoke no longer 
tells them of the approach of those white- 
winged messengers wf civilization, the M's- 
scurl river steamboats) They are gone. its 
greatness and glory, never, in their an- 
clent form, to return 

“But the river itself is still there. and 
those who dwell on its shores refuse to be- 
lieve that its power for good has passed 
away. For years they have wistfully 
looked upon its waters. flowing by in ab- 
solute waste, and then upon the rich lands 
on either side, parching tn aie rainiess 
climate. A vague hope of what the river 
may be already possesses their minds Does 
it not hold the secret germ of a mighty 
future empire? Twenty-five millions of peo- 
ple these wasted waters could sustain, if 
only they be scattered upon the 
neighboring lands With great canale to 
divert them trom the river, with great 
yolivs to Keep them from going to 
wuste would fcllow the necessary 
millions of money and men to turn them 
to proper account. 
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rington’s actions from then on to the time 
of the discovery of the body. He left the 
evidence lying all around. He told a negro 
to wash the bluod off his underclothes, and 
he began a series of explanations of Mc- 
Cann’'s absence, which were so childish as 
to excite the suspicions of Mrs. McCann at 
once. At no time did Barrington display 
the inte:l.gence of the ordinary crook in 
covering up his crime. He manifested a 
low sort of cunning at times, but it was in 
unrelated spots, and shows the lack of co- 
herent thought.

0. disappearing without a moments loss 
of time, he goes back to the McCann 
house and packs his trunk and fvols around 
there for several hours waiting for the o:- 
ficers to come and arrest him, What did 
he put into the trunk? Property taken olf 
the dead body of McCann. 

What did he do when he was preparing 
the murder? Made every arrangement s0 
that identification of himself would be an 
easy matter for the police. Dressed in a 
grotesque fashion, wearing Tom Allen's old 
silk hat and a frock coat and swinging a 
cune—a style of dress so unusual that it 
would be sure to attract attention any- 
where in Missouri—he goes out to Bonfiis 
in broad daylight and walks up and down 
the road, reconnoitering the quarry in 
plain view of a large number of people. -iec 
did this several times. Not another man 
in St. Louis was dressed in this style but 
Barrington, and identification was the 
simplest matter, 

What did he do at the time of the mur- 
der? It does not appear that he made 
any reasonable attempt at concealment. He 
went out with McCann on a street car 
and permitted the latter to talk with pas- 
sengers and to give his card to the con- 
ductor, just as they got off. Barrington 
never attempted to hide and it does not 
appear that he was in any way disguised. 

Nobody but a lunatic about to ccmmit 
a murder would take so few precautions. 
The wonder is that he was not caught in 
the act, because the shots were heard by 
several people, including the conductor and 
motorman of the car they had taken to 
Bonfils. 

The crazy man appears the following 
morning walking along. wearing his viv- 
tim's hat, covered with blood and not even 
attempting to conceal himself when he saw 
people approaching on the lonely road. Bar- 
rington could see the car coming from a 
lone distance. and might easily have 
stepped aside into the bushes and let it 
pess. But instead of that he walked along 
the road at an hour of the morning when 
any pedestrian would be sure to attract at- 
tention and never attempted to hide his 
face or conceal his identity as the car 
passed. 

The only explanation of Barrington’s mo- 
tive in the McCann murder which has 
seemed at all reasonable to me is one that 
strongly points to the man's insanity. This 
is the theory that Barrington murdered Mc- 
Cann for the clothes he had on him, and for 
the small amount of jewelry he possessed. 

One of the extraordinary characteristics 
of Barrington is a passion for wearing 
dead men’ clothes. Lombroso mentions this 
as an idiosyncrasy sometimes found in a 
certain type of criminal lunatics. Barring: 
ton took the utmost pride in his possession 
of Tom Allen's stik hat. His career pre- 
vious to coming to St. Louis showed that 
he had a fondness for the clothing of wives 
he had married and deserted, and which 
he sold only from necessity. 

Il have no doubt that Barrington has 
been wearing dead men's clothes for yeurs 
and that they possess a peculiar fascination 
for him, the sure mark of a disordered 
mind. The chance to get hold of and wear 
McCann's hat was irresistible. He clapped 
it on his head at once when McCann was 
dead. Barrington appears to have pon- 
dered about wearing McCann's shoes aud 
to have first decided to keep them and 
then to throw them away. 

Under certain circumstances a .unatic 
of this kind would murder a man to get 
his hat, but I do not think he would do so 
when he knew that he was at the same 
eutting off his means of livelihood. 
Ba rington must have known that he 
would be “on his uppers’ again within a 
few days of McCann’s death and therefore 
he seized not only MoCann’s clothes but 
his jewelry. 

The theory has been advanced that Bar- 
rington intended to kill Mr. and Mrs. Mc-

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‘“Thie is the dream. an it be realized, 
or must {t always remain nothing more 
than a dream? It is an engineering prob- 
lem purely. The grand desideratum would 
be that evervwhere, whether upon the main 
etrenm or its tributaries, the water could 
be saved and used tin irrigation.

“Here, then, ie the answer to our quesr- 
tion—What of the future? Turn this river 
out upon the lands.

Then the new and greater 
history of the Missouri river will begin. 
Utility will take the place of romance. The 
buffalo. the Indian, the steamboat. the 
goll-seeker. the soldier, will be seen In. its» 
valley no more. but in their stead the ewl- 
ture and comfort, and the thousand bleers- 
ings that come with civillgation. Such, let 
us hope. in drawing the curtald over a 
mighty past, will be the consummation of 
a still more mighty future.” 

Capt. Chittenden's book is exceedingly 
rich in vivid incident and thrilling narrs 
tive, and from first to last page it is of 
intimate tnterest to the residents of St 
Louls and of the great Missouri valley.

The Game of Made-Over. Croquet Is 
Coming Westward Gradually. 


Cc  T. LOUIS is just beginn to learn the 
game of roque, though for several 
years there have been some individ- 

ual players in the city who have made 

good records. Roque is merely developed 
croquet. Omit the first and last letters of 
croquet and you have roque. The name 
was selected about seven years ago at Nore 
wich, Conn., when the National Croquet 

Association was reorganized and renamed 

to fit the new spelling. 

A roque tournament ts held annually at 
Norwich, this year the date of begin- 
ning of the meeting being Aug. 1%. The 
game shows a marked revival in popular- 
ity. Clubs from twenty cities will partiel- 
pate at the tournament. 

Roque is a game as scientific as billiards, 
but its rules resemble croquet's rules. There 
is a peg, like a croquet peg, at each end of 
the court; there are nine wickets, ike ore- 
quet wickets, set in a regular croquet-like 
pattern; there are balls to shoot through 
the wickets, just as in croquet, and there 
are mallets, like croquet mallets, where 


with to hit these balis. 


But the roque court is as firm and smooth 
as a billiard table, and ite boundaries are 
of rubber, so that balls may carom from 
them as from a billiard table’s cushions, 
The balls are solid rubber. The wickets, of 
bright steel, are only one-quarter of an 
inch broader at the base the 1 the balls that 
must be ghot through them. The shurt 
mallets are tipped with rubber and bound 
with brass or silver, and the material] used 
in their making ts rosewood or Turkish 
boxwood or lignum vitae or amaranth. 

Roque, in a word, is croquet, but cre 
quet jprfected, croquet made scientific.

House Were Recently Discovered &y 
Dr. Carl Lumholtz---Their Queer 
Customs, Traditions and 
Occupations. 


ZOW the cliff dweller, the real man of the straight-up-and-down 
front yard, has been found living in the cliffs in the isoiated 
fastnesses of the Sierra Madre in Old Mexico. So long 
sought in the great Southwest, so long pondered upon and 
scientifically scrutinized as the queerest of all peoples who 
have had their abode upon this big earth, the cliff dweller 
turns up alive and well, thank you, possibly the better off 
for those centuries of temperance necessitated by the long 
Stairs and swinging iadders by means of which no cliff 
dweller could hope to gain h’s door did he linger too long at the village inn. 

The discoverer of the cliff dweller of today is Dr. Carl Lumholtz, a Swedish 
ethnologist and anthropologist who began his work among the black tribes of 
Australia and subsequently has spent almost ten years in |].ttle known sections 
of Mexico. Dr. Lumholtz has not found the cliff dweller quite so picturesque as he 
might have been found in Colorado and Arizona when cliff dwe.ling was at the 
zenith of its popularity, but he has found cliff dwellers living in houses awav 
up in the cliffs, sometimes cave-like grottoes at the foot of the cliff. They are 
to all appearances very little, if at all, different from the strange pecple wose 
mummies are found in the cliffhouses of the United States. The custom of w<l!- 
ing up the cave and permitting the bulging brow of the cliff to serve as a roof 
obtains among the people now discovered in Mexico, and the pictures of modern 
cliff dwellings shown in Dr. Lumholtz’s new book, “Unknown Mexico,” are dec.ded- 
ly similar to pictures brought out of the cliff-dwelling country which has its cen- 
ter where the states of Colorado and Utah and the territories of Arizona and 
New Mexico unite in the famous Four Corners.

R. FREDERICK L. CORNWALL 
M of Mayaguez, Porto Rico, who 

came to visit his former home in 
St. Louis last week, is the only American 
member of the Porto Rican House of Rep- 
resentatives. Mr. Cornwall practiced law 
in St. Louis until 1899, when he went to 
Porto Rico to practice his profession. He 
is still under 30, and is serving his second 
term of two years as a member of the is- 
land legidglature. 

Porto Rico occupies a unique position po- 
litically. It is neither a state nor a terri- 
tory. This easternmost possession of tlie 
United States is defined by act of Congress 
as belonging to, but not of, the Union; 
that is, the constitution does not extend 
over the island.

They exe 
pect, they say. that their work will take 
them into the Yellowstone National, Part, 
where, however, they can do no mining, 
no matter what they may find, as the 
government will not permit it. 

What Is perhaps the largest hanging bell 
in the world is to be seen In Mandalay. Ths 
is the Mingun bell. on the right bank of 
the Irrawaddy, almost oppestte the city of 
Mandalay.

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World’s Largest Skull Will Be Exhibited at St. Louis 
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worthy fossil finds yet reported on 

in this country or @lsewhere has 
been recently made by an expedition sent 
out by the American Museum of Natural 
History, planned and directed by Prof. 
Iienry F. Osborn, head of the department 
of paleontology. The discovery consists of 
unearthing In the southeastern portion of 
Montana almost the complete skull of the 
huge extinct monster known as triceratops. 
The giant creature's head measures 7% 
feet in length by 6% feet wide, making it 
the world’s record-breaking specimen s0 
far obtained. Numerous smaller ones have 
been found by Prof. Marsh of Yale and 
others, but none equaling in dimensions 
or the same state of preservation has been 
dug up. With the exception of a portion of 
the two horns and a short section of the 
snout, the specimen is complete. The great 
head would easily afford a dining board for 
twelve men to gather around. The huge 
beast lived during the oretaceous period 
and age of reptiles, variously eetimated to 
have been from 3,000,000 to 10,900,000 years 
ago.
